And fb it hap- 
pened now : Upon my faying fome- 
thing I had learned from yon, whom 
they knew I was a great Admirer of, 
they asked me, What was the Mean- 
ing that my Friends the Qraftfmen 
were fo filent npon this great Occa- 
fion ? Why, if they were fuch Pa- 
triots as they preteinled to-be, tjiey 
did not aflift their Country with fpmc, 
good Advice, when it would be la 
Icaibnable ? Why, if they were iiich 
able Politicians, they did not (hew it 
upon lb critical a Conjunaure, when 
they might do it with fo much Ad- 
vantage tp the Publick^ and fo much 
ileputation to themfelves ? That 
while Negociations on fome late 
Occafions hung in Sulpcnce, they 
pretended to treat the Minifters as 
mere Blunderers in Politicks j that 
during the Negociations, as the Face 
of Things fcemed to alter, they 
had changed Sides, and had taken

the Part of Frame; ox Spain^ or die 
Emperor, z% they thought would 
moft cmbirraiis Affairs ; that when 
the Treaty of SeviUe wats at length 
concluded^, by which our Commerce 
\vas reftoted and fecured, then they 
pretended^' the Miniiters had begdn 
at the wrong End, and fhould have 
treated \vith the Emperor firft : And 
when that Difficulty, was got over, 
and Friendftiip Mfas reftored with the 
Court of Vienna (which the Miniftry 
knew they always had in their Pow- 
er, if th^y c6uld once feparate the 
^tamjh Court from them, and for 
that Reafon very wifely began rfiere, 
and attempted that fixft,) when the 
Miniftry had happily extricated them- 
selves out of thde Difficulties, which 
their Enemies had flattered them- 
felves they would not be able to do, 
what Part, fay they, did the CraftJ^ 
men take then ? Why truly,, they 
modcftly a^mcd the whole Credit of 
it to themfclvcs j they told the 
World, that the Miniftets had at laft 
blundefed into what was right, by 
fiibmitting to follow dxeir Diredions 
tild Advice, Now, fiy thefc Gen- 

tlemen^^ 
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tl?men, if the draft/men xtslly arc 
tlie great Politicians ^ f h.cy WQuJd be 
thought to be, what means, this af- 
fefted Silence at prcferii ? Why 
don't they fpeak out, and tell us 
what they think is the Intereft o^ 
Great Britain in this nice, and difficult 
Conjunfture ? 

I confefs,* I felt my felf here under 
i, very ^reat Difficulty, and had ofteri 
^onder'd within my fclfy whyGenr 
tlemen of iuch ^reat. Abilities chole 
to be fo much upon the Re|erye ; and 
wanted exceedingly Ibme of t^eir In- 
ftruaions, to know what Part I fljould 
take, and how I might ^efi fupport it 
In the Sequel of this Conyerjationi 
' But that I might feem Jjb,*|aY 
thing, I; Vq14 thein, • yoii . qid . riot 
think it. decent to pr^fm|De ito. tjfi^ 
Adminr^ation, and^fh^t.it.w^T^iiTie 
enougt} to, igterpofe,, whea y^ou faiw;

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feif ?. And iioW' trifling Iff 'It to '%' 
'tis Time enough, to int^fpofe' wit|i 
tbeir Advice wWli the Minifters are 
entring iftto wrong Mealures ?; This 
might pafs in the Mouths of Mep, 
who have a better Opinion of thole 
in the Adminiftration ; but in Men 
who pretend the Minifters are al- 
ways in the wrong, and are fuch Blua- 
derers that they hardly ever devi- 
ate into what is right ; for Men df 
fuch confummate Wifdom as the 
Craftjmeny and who can do their 
Country liich fignal Service by their 
early Advice ; for fuch Mep to fit fi- 
Icnt ^d fay nothing, when a few 
Words fpoken in Time, might per- 
haps be thd laving of their Country 
from infiiii^e Milchief j this 'purely 
'lidthing can ^ej^ciife : And after this 
tbey mulr either renounce 'their 
Patriotifm, an(J pretended xjoye*' to 
^^heir Country, cr ^vcfuptficifCl^iiJi 
to a fupefiof Skill in * Politicks j 
or confels that ithey meanX^jemfcIves 
tnor^ than th^jr Coujpti'y, zA$ live ftill 
in Hopes, that * the^Diftre^^ which 
may polfiblyl be brotght tipoir-the 
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Govcmmeaty may force it to change 
Hands, and try whether thefc able 
3^en can mend Matters. 

To this, I told them, That I did 
indeed wonder as -well as they, at 
the Silence you had kept, when I 
thought it of fo much Confcquence 
for Men of your Abilities to give 
the World your Serife of Things, 
but that X could by no Means allow 
of the Conftrudion tihey put upon 
it ; that it could not dc expeaed 
you flxould afllft with your Advice 
Men you fo much difliked, before 
it appeared to the World by their 
wrong Condud, how much they 
want^ it ; and that if you did pro- 
pofc to fcjr vc your fclves by it, that was 
in my Opinion at all to be won- 
^ U at, or blamed : That it was a 
liable Ambition in Men of fo 
ipuch Merit, to defire to be in a 
CoBditioa toikrfe tfieir Country by 
bemg in a puUick Station ; and that 
it was but ajuft Reward to foch fu-* 
perior Ab]lities,,to be put in the 
rlac es o(, ^eateft Truft and Diftinc- 
tion I but that I was peirfuad^d you 

would 
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would upon no Confider^tion fuffer 
your Country to be ruined, but time-. 
ly interpofe, and by your wife Couri- 
lels faye even thefe Minifters, rather 
than not iave a Country, for which 
you had fo much Love and fo warm 
a Zeal. 

But thefe Anfwers would not be 
accepted ; they infilled on it, that 
you had neither the Honefty of Pa- 
triots, nor the Wifdom of Politici- 
ans ; and that the whole Secret was 
nothing more than this : That you 
were refolved, at any Rate, to diftreft 
the -Miniftry all you could, in Hopes 
of getting into their Places ; that 
all your Politicks confifted only in 
this fingle Point, to take, in all Ca- 
jfes, the oppofite Side to the Mini- 
ftry, whatever it were; that yotir 
paft Conduft ftiewed the Truth of 
this in a Manner that made it unde- 
niable ; and that your pretended* Skill 
in Politicks, was nothing more than to 
declairti plaufibly for and againft any 
Thing you plfafed ; which, fky 
they, in Queftiotis of a complicated 
Nature, as political ones always are, 
is at any Time a very cafy Thing. 

B Fox 
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For in Cafes of this kind, there are 
always Conveniences and Inconve- 
liiences on every Side : What then 
Has a Declaimer to do ? but to multi- 
ply and magnify the Incoaveniences 
of the Meafures he would oppofe, and 
to leffen, if not conceal entirely, the 
Things that are to be laid for them, 
•iftnd how very eafy this is, we will 
.fliew you, lay they, in the yery Cafe 
now before us. Whereas triie Wif- 
dom Qonfifts in weighing carefully 
one Thing againft another^ and judg- 
ing well on which Side the greater 
Probability lies , for' in political 
Affeirs, Matters will not admit of 
l^emon ft ration ; he is the ableft Man 
tliat makes the fhrewdeft Conjedures, 
and takes his Meafures accordingly : 
But as it is at moft but Conjeft'ure, 
many Thiiigs may happen to defeat 
the wifeft Meafures; which is the 
Jleafon why all the World are len- 
♦ fible of the Folly and Iniquity of 
judging of Meafures meerly by E- 
yents. 

Thefe Gentlemen being fo confi- 
dent of their own Abilities, and 
pretending with fo much AlTarance 

• that 
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that aU your boafted Skill in Polj^ 
ticks was nothing but Declamatioi\^ 
I had a Mind to make the Experi- 
ment: Pray, Gentlemen, laid I, if it' 
be to ealy to give Opinions, anci 
lupport them by plaufible Reafon-r 
ings in Things pf this intricate Na: 
ture, be plealed to favour me lb fax 
as to tell me what you think i^ moft 
for the Intereft of England at thi^ 
Time ; for I muft own I am entire- 
ly at a Lofs what Judgment to makie 
in the prefent Situation of Affairs. 

You miftake us, reply ed pne Qjf 
the Gentlemen • We don't pretend tp 
fay, what Meafures it is moft expe- 
dient for the Government to take in 
the prefent critical Juncture ; that 
we leave to our Superiors, to thole, 
whole knovyn Abilities, and long Ex- 
perience in Bufinefs, and whole Knowr 
ledge of many Things which are anj3 
muft needs be Secrets to Perlbns qf 
our private Station, enable them to 
make a much truer Judgment than 
any of us can pretend to, and whofjb 
Intereft it is to do what is beft for 
the Nation, as much as it can be of 
any Men in the wKole Kingdom, let 

B 2 them 
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them be who they will. ,Wc fliall 
therefore not eafily fufpcd the Pru- 
dence of the Meafures they fliall 
think lit to take, or fancy, if we 
were in their Places, we could do 
better j all we fay is, that it is eafy 
to declaim on either Side of a poli- 
tical Q^ieftion, from the complex Na- 
ture of it ; and this we will under- 
take to Ihew you prefently,, take 
which Side you will. 

I was not enough prepWed to take 
any Side in fo difficult a Point, and 
upon which fo little has been faid 
as yet in Print ; and therefore de- 
fired to be excufed from taking a 
Part, and that they who feemed to 
have confider'd the Matter more a 
great deal than I had done, would 
cKufe what Side theyplealed. 

Upon this one of them began 
thus: We did not exped you fliould 
take a Side as your full Judgment 
and Opinion, but only for Argu- 
ment's Sake, and to fliew you how 
eafily many fpccious Things might 
be laid againft it ; but fince you de- 
cline the taking one Side rather than 

another, 
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another, let us put, fays he, all the 
fevcral Sides in which this Affair can 
te conGdered. 

A War is, you fee,, begun in 
Europe by a powerful Alliance a- 
gainft the Emperor ; What Aow Ihall 
England do? There is but one of 
thefe three Ways the Government 
can poflibly take : Either to obferve a. 
Neutrality between the contending 
Powers ; or to enter briskly into the 
War in Support of the Emperor; or 
to fufpend a little, and remain for 
fome time in a State of Inadion, in 
order to fee what Turn Things will 
take, and concert with our Allies the 
likelieft Meafures for reftoring the 
Peace of Europe^ with a due Attenti- 
on and Regard to our own particular 
Interefts, by proper Stipulations be- 
fore we engage too fan Which ever 
of thefe Sides the Government fhall 
think it moft for our Intereft to take, 
I will anfwer for it the Craft/men 
will take the Contrary, aitd will find 
a great many Reafons to ftiQw 'tis 
wrong. We will try this, if ybu 
plcafc, in each Cafe. 

Let 
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Let us fuppofe, firft, the GR)vcrn- 
ment chafes to obferve a Neutrality. 
A great deal may be eafily laid a- 
gainft this : It is to fit ftill, and to 
lee that Balance of Power deftroy- 
ed, which we have procured at the 
Expence of fo much Blood and Trea- 
furc ; that it is throwing up at once 
all the Fruits of the laft glorious 
War; that France, will foon be as 
formidable as it was in the Time of 
Lewis the Fourteenth, and prepare 
Fetters for all Europe-^ that (f the 
Houfe Qij4ujiria be forced to truckle 
to\ France^ it may be driven to pur- 
chafe its Peace by Conceffions and 
Agreements very prejudicial to the 
maritime Powers, and to England in 
particular ; that if the Emperor be 
forced into an ignominious Peace, 
thjere will not be 'any where a fuf- 
fiqient Power left t<v make head 
ai^inft France^ efpecially with aU the 
Weight of Spain on its Side, and in 
Ppfleffion of all the Strength and 
Trad^ of Italy and the Mediterra^ 
man. In Ihort, that if by pur Neu- 
trality 
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tralky we faffer the Emperor to 
be ruined or brought too low, our 
Commerce, our Liberties, our Reli* 
gion will be precarious, or rather lure 
to be loft in a very few Years. Tof 
chul'e therefore a Neutrality, would 
be an Argument of a weak and 
cowardly Miniftry, who had neithef 
the Wildom nor the Courage tp take 
vigorous Meafures in a Conjunduro 
where they were fo riecefTafy j and 
that they fecri&ced their Country, to 
purchafc their own Eafe and Conti-* 
nuance in Power, for want either of 
Eorefight to lee the Confequences of 
lb wrong a Condud,. or of Honefty 
to purfue the Meafures they law 
were right. i 

Well ; now, if you pleale, we wilt 
Jfiippole the Government, for thele oi 
other Realbns, to rejcft a Neutrality^ 
and enter briskly and vigoroufly, with- 
out lofingtimtf, into theDefence of the 
Emperor ; Will the Cfaftfmen allow^ 
this to be right ? By no means, thejr 
will tell us it was Qur Interefl: to fceepr 
neuter ; that we have no Concern in 
the Quarrel into which the ^nperor 

has 
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Jias brought hirri felf j that Kn gland has 
nothing to do with Poland \ that the 
Emperor might have ftill enjoyed 
his Dominions in Peace, if he would 
have let the Poles alone, and per- 
mitted a free People to pleafe them- 
felves with a Choke of the King they 
h'ked beft; that he kneW how much 
Trance would refent his Oppofition 
to Stantjlaus^ TivA yet would venture 
to provoke, without providing againft 
the Conlequences it would probably 
expofe him to, or being in a Condi- 
tion to defend his own Territories. 
That England has very little Obliga- 
tion to the Emperor, who for Twenty 
Years pafthas Ihevvn not the leall: Com- 
plaifance to Powers he is lb much obli- 
ged to, as all the World knows he is 
. to lis and the States j witnefs his Qftend 
Trade, and his Treaty with Spain : 
that the very Country we recovered at 
fo vaft ah Expence of Blood and Trei- 
furc for him, he turned againft us as 
foon as he could, ^nd endeavoured to 
hurt us in fo efTehtial a Point as that 
of our Commerce, by which alone it 
is that we have been able to do the 

great 
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great T^ifigs ive did in his Defcflc^ > 
That whije bt has tfie Dominion o(* 
ihcfp Ckxintries, the Defence of them 
is left CO us ; that he has Hot a fingl^ 
Town ip a proper Condition of De- 
fence m aU FJand^rSy with Refpe^ 
leither to ti)e Fortifications, Troops, 
^mimiinil^on, of M^azines for their 
.Su|>iiftaoi:e ; that the Weight and 
JExpcnpc of all this is left to, England 
apd Holland^ whole Intereft the Emr 
pcror J^Jtows it ip, that thefe Cotan?- 
trics fliould not fall into the Handfi 
of Fnmcc:^ that this ismoft ungrale* 
fttl 9rtd moft umJMjftifiaWe Ufage, a^ 
^r what we have dc»ie for him ; and 
thjer^fore the Dutch have taken the 
only wife Part in coming into a Trea- 
ty of Neutrality with France for the 
Low-Countries ; and that if the Eng'^ 
Ji/k Miniftry had the Integrity, thp 
WiiSom, and Prudence of theirs, we 
Ihouki have gone into the iame Mea- 
iures : That the BaiaiK:e of Power is 3 
chisnefiical Buiinei^, and is every Day 
&ifcing ; aod that if we muft l^lc 
dbrawn into a War every Time a 
ipeak ox ambitious Prince will pr<?- 
tokt a fuperior Power, \yc fliall ne-

ver beat Peace, but every Day be ex- 
pofed to fufFer by the Folly of others, 
though our own Condud, with re- 
fpeft t6 other Princes, be never ft> up- 
right and inofFenfive ; that no body 
can anfwer for the Events of Wai*, 
or be fure what may be the Iffiic of 
it J that many Incidents may happen 
to prevent, or bring things back into 
the State we would have them, with- 
out our engaging ; that the good Ef- 
-fefts of a Neutrality* are immediate 
and vifiblc to every body, by the 
-^reat Iricreafe of oiir Trade, which is 
already fo icnfibly felt by the De- 
mands for our Corn, and other Ex- 
portations ; and that it is always the 
Intereft of a trading Nation, if pof- 
fible, to keep in Peace j whereas the 
'Inconveniences of a War ate fure to 
be leverely felt, while the Conveni- 
ences are remote and very uncertain. 
This is what may be laiid at iirfl: 
Sight in favour of a Neutrality ; '■- and 
\ doubt not the Craftfmen would be 
able to fay a great deal more whe^i 
•they have laid their Heads together, 
and have whetted their Wits howi:o

cate Affairs, fince ^tis fo little thrf. 
know to form a Judgment by j how- 
ever, the Craftfmen have taken great 
fains to read weekly long Ledures t0 
them, and make them fancy thcm<» 
Selves to be able Politicians.

flipport any jult Pretenfichs ; wheii 
their Predeteflbrs, at the J^rtd of a 
glorious War, Arms in their H^ttdS^ 
ahd Spain at the loweft Ebb, and its 
King in ncJ Condition to refufe any 
thing that could with any Colout of 
Juftice or Reafbn be asked, had given 
it up, and ignortlinioufly receded frbtti 
it with their feyes open, and when, 
they were themfeltres fenfible lloW 
rcafonable and neceflary the Demaildt 
was ? Strange Reafoning furely tWs ! 

Thefe two noble Articles were th^ 
Reward of all the Blood and Treafure 
England fpent in that War ; unle6 
perhaps they will claim fome Addi- 
tion of Merit from the Demolition 
of Dunkirk. But in that Article al- 
fi> they did their Bufinefs fo by halves^ 
and fufiered the Articles to be lb loolc- 
ly drawn, as to leave Room for frefli 
Difputes, and Power to 'France to 
put it at any Time in a Condition to 
annoy our Commerce, (as they did in 
tfhe former Waf s) in the Compafs of a 

very 
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very few Months, arid at a very fm^U 
Ex pence, when they ought to haye 
infifted on its being abfolutely r<s- 
figned up to them.. 

But according to the ufual Ju- 
ftice of the Craftjmeny the present 
iMini'fter^s ihuft be anfwerablp for 
all the Conlequences of the ill M^- 
furcs then purfued, and of the Blun- 
ders made in the Settling lb im- 
portant Articles j they muft quar- 
iel with trancCy and involve t|ic 
Kation in a new War, to redify the 
Miftakes of thefe great Minifters, and 
make France ^o^ what by that Treaty 
they fay they are not obliged to, 

Thefe are all the Advantages it 
is fo much as pretended that lEjtglmd 
got by the Treaty of Utrecht^ which, 
were they as great as theoxfelves 
. would have them thought, were Dur- 
chafed at vaftly too dear a Rate, 
wh<?n th(? publick Faith and Honpur 
of the Nation, and the Security it 
had in the Friendflup of fo power* 
ful an Alliance, was made the Sacri- 
fice.

But to return once more to Sicify} 
This infolentTreatmcnt of the Em- 
peror by the Miniftcrs of a Queen in 
Alliance with him, in giving from 
him a Kingdom, which his Enemies 
would have yielded up to him, with- 
out fo much as pretending to make 
him any Compenfation for it, was 
not only infamous tp the laft De- 
gree, but ntoft fatal in its Confe- 
qucnces. And 'tis for that Reafon I 
infift fo much upon it : For 'tis to 
this we owe all the DiflBculties we 
have been fince involved in ; 'tis this 
flagrant Injuftice to the Emperor, that 
has made thefe Years of Peace fo im- 
perfeft in the Tranquillity and Pros- 
perity which England had Reafon to 
promilc itfelf from fuch a Wan 

Had this Point been yielded to the 
Envperor, he would havefubmittedto 
the reft of the ill Treatment he had 
from us, and have come into the Utfecht 
Treaty, and the Peace would have been 
general; whcreais the Refufal of it 
made him ftiMid out till he could ob- 
tain better Terms. By this Means 
the Grand Alliance was broken into 
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Pieces, without leaving the leaft Sha- 
dow of Hopes of ever feeing fo ha|)- 
py an Union again ; to the great Joy 
of the Common Enemy, who now 
faw they had nothing to fear in hafte 
from a Confederacy that had been ib/ 
formidable 5 fince every Part of it, 
except the Duke of Sdvofy was, by. 
the fliameful Conduft of the Engli^i 
Miniftry, difobliged to the laft de- 
gree ; but above all, the States-Ge- 
neral, who*^ are our ncareft, and beft,. 
and moft natural Allies ; and the Em- 
peror, without whom 'tis impoflible 
for the other Po\^ers of Europe to be 
a Match for the Hdufe of Bouxbony 
poiTeflcd as it is of the Crowns of 
France and Spain. 

By the Negotiations at Utrecht end- 
ing as they did, France and Spain were 
at Liberty to diftrefs the Emperor and 
force him into their Mcafurcs by th? 
Continuarice of the War, whicli be- 
ing too ufte^ual to be long born, waf 
ended as to France by the Treaty pf 
Baden. But ft ill with rcjfpea to the 
Emperor and Spairh inftead of a fohd 
Peace which ihould have extinguifticd 
their, refpedive Claims by mutual Re- 
nunciations, 
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minciation^ of Spain and the Indies 
to' King f^M//^ arid of the Italian 
Dominions, and iht Low dmntries to 
the Emperor, Hoftilities were fufpend- 
cd only by a bare Neutrality, conceived 
in fuch doubtful and precarious Terms, ' 
that, as no Friendfhip was reftor'd, buf 
theit former Ahimofities and Preten- 
iions ftill fubfifted, it was plain from the 
Nature of the Thing, as in fad it hap- 
pen'd, that it would no longer be ob- 
fcrved, than till a proper Opportunity 
or Profpeft of Advantage offered for 
cither Side to break it. This made 
the Qijadruple Alliance, and the Trea- 
ties fince made to render that effcftual, 
abfolutely neceflary. 

Were this Detail to be drawn out 
into its full Length, it would be eafy 
to ihew, by the cleared Connexion of 
Things one with another^ that all the 
Inconveniences the Nation has felt
